Roane, Kanawha Sightings 
Unexplained After Objects 
Are Tracked By Radar

The brightly-Ut objects that were 
seen and tracked by radar in the 
skies over Roane and Kanawha 
counties this weekend remain a 
mystery, authorities said Sunday. 

The objects were seen by a state 
trooper and a number of other 
citizens in Roane County Friday and 
by sheriff’s deputies in eastern 
Kanawha County Saturday. 

“All I can tell you is is they were 
there. I can’t explain it,’’ said Bill 
Givens, flight controller supervisor 
at Kanawha Airport. 

He said three of the slowmoving 
objects were observed in Roane and 
Kanawha counties. They were 
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moving 50-60 miles per hour, much 
slower than any small plane would 
normally fly. 

But Givens said a helicopter would 
go that slowly. 

“But again, you know, it seems 
odd. I don't know what they were,” 
he said. 

The objects were flying very high 
and appeared red and white to the 
naked eye, but green colors could be 
seen when viewed through 
binoculars, said Trooper Gary 
Williams of Spencer. He and about 
13 other citizens watched the objects 
for about 40 minutes Friday. 

“We saw something, but what it 
was we don't know,” he said.

UFO Center Investigating 
Sighting by Mahaffey Woman

MAHAFFRY - The Penn 
sylvania Center for UFO 
Research in Pittsburgh said 
a Mahaffey R D. housewife 
may have sighted an uniden¬ 
tified flying object early 
yesterday morning. 

“Certainly if the woman 
saw an object as big as her 
picture window in the sky. 
there’s no way what she saw 
was a star,” UFO expert 
Robert Cowell said in a 
telephone interview 
Mr. Cowell's comment con¬ 
cerned a Ii.fO a m sighting 
along Banner Ridge outside 
Mahaffey Tuesday. The ob¬ 
ject was seen by Mrs. Kathy 
Moyer while she was letting 
her dog Coco out of the house 
“I just looked out the door 
to see where the dog went, 
and 1 saw it," Mrs. Moyer 
said. 

She explained the glovVing, 
oval object was “as big as a 
picture window in the sky." 
Moving at treetop level , the 
object emitted a pulsating. 
t)lue light that “shone pretty 
bright around the hilltop,” 
Mrs Moyer added. 

“At first I thought it was a 
helicopter, but then 1 realized 
1 didn't hear any noise com¬ 
ing from it.” she noted 
Since the object was only 
too yards away, the Mahaf- 
fey R.D. housewife pointed 
out a helicopter’s noise would 
have been audible from the 
doorway where she stood 
Even though the object 
made no noise, the Moyer dog 
Coed was making plenty of 
racket barking and chasing 
after the light. 

“Coco was all right at first, 
i)Ut when the light came over 
the ridge he started barking 
at it,” Mrs. Moyer said, ad¬ 
ding other Mahaffey resi¬ 
dents also reported their dogs 
were barking around the 
time the light appeared 
That reaction is typical in 
such sightings, according to 
the UFO research center 
director in Pittsburgh, 


“With the size of the object, 
and the reaction of the dog, 
there had to be something 
there, even if it was an ex¬ 
plainable object such as a 
helicopter,” Mr. Cowell said. 

However, the light’s move¬ 
ment across the sky “points 
to something other than a 
known object. (Tuesday mor¬ 
ning) there was no wind, so 
the noise would have traveled 
pretty good,” the UFO expert 
added. 

Mrs. Moyer didn’t need an 
expert's advice when the ob¬ 
ject changed directions and 
headed toward the house. 

“I slammed the door and 
locked it.” she said, adding 
the next sound she heard was 
her dog frantically scrat¬ 
ching at the door and whin¬ 
ing. 

After letting the petrified 
Coco back inside, Mrs. Moyer 
quickly relocked the door. 

“I even closed the curtains, 
because I was afraid to look 
outside until my husband 
came home.” she said, ex¬ 
plaining her husband was 
working the night shift at a 
Benjamin Coal Co. operation. 

Until her husband arrived, 
she comforted her two-year- 
old daughter Shannon, who 
awoke and started crying 
shortly after the light ap¬ 
peared. 

“She was all excited when 1 
came in, but I told her 1 
thought it probably was a 
star or a helicopter.” said 
Craig Moyer, who also is a 
part-time policeman for the 
Coalport-Irvona police force. 

The object his wife saw was 
gone by that time, which was 
alM)ut 2 o’clock Tuesday mor¬ 
ning, Taking a pair of 
binoculars with him, Mr 
Moyer went outside to in¬ 
vestigate. 

Gazing up at the star-filled 
sky. he spotted two objects 
above the area where his 
wife's sighting took place 
earlier These objects were 
much higher in the sky, and 
they were shaped “like the 
bottom half of an egg,” Mr. 
Moyer said 


“You could st'e on the bot¬ 
tom it was all blue, and there 
were flashing red lights on 
the top,” he explained. 

Watching these objects 
through the binoculars. Mr. 
Moyer said he also spotted a 
third such object on a hillside 
in back of the house. 

“All of a sudden a big fall¬ 
ing star went across the 
sky—like a white streak of 
light—and by the linae I turn¬ 
ed around, the one in back of 
the house was gone,” he 
noted. 

After standing outside near 
their unoccupied trailer 
home for nearly a half hour, 
Mr. Moyer returned to his 
father-in-law’s home where 
he and his wife are living. He 
and Mrs. Moyer watched the 
two objects until 4 a.m. Tues¬ 
day. 

Mr. Moyer said the objects 
made no noise as. they 
hoVered in the air. Their only 
movement was an occasional 
vertical motion, he added. 

“To me, that sounds .so 
much like a star,” Mr. Cowell 
commented; explaining a 
star often creates the optical 
illusion of vertical motion in 
a dark sky. 

“It’s not very often that 
UFOs hang around for more 
than l.'i or 20 minutes at a 
time, or a half hour at the 
most,” Mr. Cowell added, 
noting the Moyers’ second 
sighting lasting over two 
hours was very unusual. 

The UFO expert said it 
would be “awful hard to 
make a decision at this time” 
about the authenticity of both 
the first and second Moyer 
sightings. 

“What I think might have 
happened is the wife might 
have had a very good 
sighting in the beginning, but 
when he (Mr. Moyer) came 
home, he might have seen all 
those bright stars out and 
started mistaking them for 
UFOs,” Mr. Cowell said 
He noted more investiga¬ 
tion into the Mahaffey 
sighting is needed. The 
Pennsylvania Center for 
UFO Research will look into 
the case, Mr. Cowell added.

Museum curator 
seeks UFO data

CRESSON. Texa-s (AP) — Has anytxxly got a 
spare flying saucer lying around? If .so. Jim Peel 
wanLs to know about it. 

Peel, curator of the Pate Museum of Transporui 
lion at Cres,soii. near Fort Wurth, .s.iys the mus» un. 
plans to establish the nation’s fii-st comprehensive dis¬ 
play on unidentified flying obyccLs But, he says, no- 
many people want to talk alxiut encounters wui\ 
UfX)s. 

"The main obstacle h.as Ix'cn finding factual in 
formation," Peel .said “We've h.ad call.s from scvei.u 
people telling us ex|iericntes they've had with UFOs, 
but they’re not backed up with scientific data” 

The museum’s founder, oil tycoon A. M. Pate ol 
Fort Worth, says the government hasn’t been any 
help either. 

“The Air Force is extremely reluctant even to 
di.scu.ss the subject," Pate said. "Even the Smithson¬ 
ian hasn’t been able to help us. They have a 20-fi«i. 
mockup of a UFO in storage, but it's too hig to traius- 
port across the country and there's no way to disa.s- 
semble it." 

The museum has been successful, however, in 
getting UFO authority Dr, J, .Mien Hynek as a ma> r 
contributor, says museum special coordinator Tomjii. 
Blann, 

Blann says Hynek will provide the mu.seum wuh 
motion pictuies of "actual unknowns" and a copy oi 
UFOCAT, the largest organized catalogue of UkO re¬ 
ports in the world. 

The museum plans to ini lude in i!,s nre' e,,t,ii.. i. 
an intrcxluction to the UI'XJ phenoniriion, Hit.) re¬ 
ports dating from 1897 to the pre,sent, natural pie 
nomena commonly rrusidcntified as UFOs and a d-.>- 
cus.sion of different types of organizations which 
study UFOs. 

Peel said the museum display is not designed to 
prove UFOs exist, although he personaliy "fimily lx- 
licves” in them. 

He had never given much thought to UFOs until 
he began putting together the museum display, I’cs-l 
said. 

"I’d been pretty skeptical, ' he said "But thi' 
more I get into it. I tx-licvc there are other beings on 
other planets. There's .so much that has not beim 
proven false by the government” 

Peel said the mu.seum still neerls photographs, 
drawings or .scale models ba.icd on eyewitness ac¬ 
counts of UFO sightings and information on dicu- 
rnents, reports or any physical evidence or memora 
bilia pertaining to UFOs. 

“We hope to put together a nice enough tx'rma- 
nent exhibit that it could become a travebng exhibit," 
Peel said. “WTio knows. Maybe while we’re traveling 
with it we’ll have a close encounter ourst Ives."

4 UFO Sightings Reported 
Over J ohnstown Wednesday

News spread of four UFO 
sightings in Johnstown'eAPly 
Wednesday morning, when 
news director, Jeff Wilkinson 
of WJNL, answered a 6:30 a.m. 
phone call from a woman wan¬ 
ting to know about four lights 
moving across the sky. 

Wilkinson said he at first 
thought the call was from a 
quack but took the information 
and called the Johnstown 
Ftdice Department. 

Sure enough, police verified 
and admitted the sightings 
over downtown Johnstown bet¬ 


ween 11:30 p.m. and 12:15 a.m. 
Tuesday night. 

Wilkinson also welcomed 
calls over tlie WJNL’s morning 
RIB Show, and to his surprise, 
over 50 calls came from 
people, all describing the four 
objects as rectangular or 
straight-line in shape, and red, 
white and possibly blue in 
color. 

They hovered over the aty 
unlike any airplane, and were 
described as having a huno 
ming sound. 

Upon further investigation, 
Wilkinson contacted WWVA 
radio in Wheeling, W.Va., 
where earlier this week, four 


UFXl’s, similarly described, 
were spotted. 

An interview by Wilkinson 
with John Price from WWVA, 
revealed U1<'0 sightings In 
Zanesville, Ohio, Parkersburg, 
Huntingdon and Martinsburg, 
W.Va., all since Monday. 

According to Wilkinson, 11 
lawmen watched lights hover 
for more than three hours near 
Parkersburg, in Wood County, 
W.Va. 

Cambria County Airport had 
no report of the UFO sightings, 
according to Wilkinypn 
because, “They close At 11 
p.m. and have no radSr equip¬ 
ment.”

Airport Radar Confirms 
Sightings Second Night

sightings with reports of unidentified 
targets on its radar screens. 

Police agencies and citizens in Chesa¬ 
peake sighted the objects about 8 p.m. 
They were described as thick and 
brightly lit, with red and green Hashing 
lights revolving around their perime¬ 
ters. 


triangular formation high above the 
city. He said pulsating bursts of white 
light were coming from the lead craft. 

Meanwhile, in Spencer, Trooper Gary 
.Williams was watching three brightly 
lit objects hovering over Roane County. 
While controller Givens spoke with the 
South Charleston state police detach¬ 
ment, which was in radio contact with 
Williams, Givens watched three radar 
targets of an unidentified nature on his 
screen. 


Chesapeake police informed the Kan¬ 
awha County sheriff’s department, and 
deputies contacted the tower ht the air¬ 
port with the news. It was then that a 
startled controller told them he had 
seen targets on his screen. 

■'Very briefly we had three targets 
down in the Chesapeake-Belle area,” 
said Bill Givens, flight controller super¬ 
visor at the Kanawha Airport. Givens 
said the targets remained on the screen 
about four minutes. 

Deputies detached to the scene spot¬ 
ted one of the craft over Witcher’s 
Creek, and took color pictures of it. 
Deputy R.B. Pritt reported that it ap¬ 
peared to have at least four lights on its 
hull. “We thought we could see it rotat¬ 
ing,’’ he said. The deputies lost sight of 
the craft about 9:45 p.m., but citizens in 
that portion of the valley continued to 
report sightings of the craft. 

Gary Corley of Chesapeake reported 
at 11:10 p.m. that three craft were in a 


But as he communicated with police, 
the targets disappeared from his 
screen, even though Williams said the 
objects had not moved. Givens said the 
Spencer targets had remained on his 
screen approximately an hour. 

He contacted the Indianapolis Air 
Traffic Control Center, and was told 
that there were no aircraft in the areas 
in question. He said an armed services 
coordinator told him there were no mil¬ 
itary craft nearby either. 

Givens then contacted the Seattle, 
Wash., UFO reporting center and des¬ 
cribed the sightings. 

Similar objects were also sighted by 
citizens and police Friday night, but 
none were confirmed by radar at that 
time. 

In Charleston, Sunrise planetarium 
director Bob Gardner said he spotted a 
bright object over the city about 9 p.m. 
Friday night. Gardner assumed the ob¬ 
ject was a plane. 


But Tracy Gossard, a 13-year-old 
Churchill Drive resident, said she and 
three friends spotted a saucer-like ob¬ 
ject between 8;20 and 8:30 p.m. that 
neither acted nor looked like an air¬ 
plane. She said the object was huge, 
shaped like a frisbee, and was brightly 
lit. 

Miss Gossard said the object flashed 
on and off, flew across the sky in all 
four directions, and once dipped down 
toward earth. 

Just outside of Spencer Friday night. 
Trooper Williams, two city policemen, 
a deputy sheriff, and a crowd of citi¬ 
zens watched two brightly-lit objects 
hover high up over W.Va. 36. Williams 
said the objects were “very high up, 
and brighter than the brightest star” 

With the naked eye, he said, the ob¬ 
jects appeared red and white. But when 
viewed through binoculars, blue and 
green colors could also be seen. One of 
the objects disappeared after about an 
hour, but the other remained visible 
and fairly stationary until close to mid¬ 
night. 

Astronomer Gardner was reluctant to 
speculate on the nature of the objects. 
“I have no idea at all what they could 
be.” he said. “I’ve never seen a UFO 
myself. Most things 1 see in the sky I 
can identify. I wish 1 could have seen 
those things (Friday night), and maybe I 
could have identified them.”

UFO Sleuth Terms Recent 
Sightings in Barry County Valid

CASSVILLE, Mo. — UFO sightings reported earlier 
this month in Barry County have been termed “valid” 
and will be studied further, a UFO investigator said 
Monday. 

Soil samples at two area residences were taken re¬ 
cently by Ted Phillips, a Sedalia resident and re¬ 
search associate for the UFO Studies Center, Chicago. 
He visited the Marlett Sturgell farm near Jenkins 
where six persons reported Oct. 8 seeing a UFO rise 
into the morning air and fly off. He also visited the 
Everett Smith home at Purdy where another sighting 
was reported Oct. 12. 

Phillips took soil samples and measured the radi¬ 
ation level where the UFO reportedly lifted off at the 
Sturgell farm. Phillips reported radiation readings 
were no higher than normal. Six family members re¬ 
ported seeing a silver, oval-shaped object rise from 
their meadow; a grassy area four-foot in diameter 
was left discolored. 

The UFO sleuth also investigated a second UFO 
sighting similar to the one reported on the Sturgell 
farm. The sighting was made by a Purdy couple who 
reported to the Barry County Sheriff’s Department 
seeing a UFO a few days after the Sturgell sighting. 

Mrs. Everett Smith reported seeing a strange, white 
object hovering above her yard about 1 a.m., Oct. 12. 
The UFO remained over her yard for about 30 
minutes. Early the next morning she investigated the 
area and, like the Sturgells, found an area in the 
grass that was circular and discolored. 

In an interview Monday, Phillips told The Globe 
that fiuther soil samples at the Sturgell site will be 
taken soon for further study. He termed the site “in¬ 
teresting” and said data from the site is being turned 
over to the Chicago center for analysis before any 
conclusions can be reached. 

Phillips says he has personally investigated over 500 
UFO sighting during the past 14 years, and has estab¬ 
lished certain criteria a UFO sighting must meet be¬ 
fore he will conduct an investigation: A reported 
sighting must involve more than one person; the wit¬ 
nesses must observe the UFO for more than two 
minutes; the UFO must be viewed no more than 250 
feet away; there must be physical evidence that the 
UFO landed; and there must be physical evidence 
that the UFO has affected animal or plant life in the 
area. 

Missouri and Iowa are the leading states for UP’O 


sightings, Phillips reports. There have been some 
1,500 reported sightings in Missouri that date as far 
back as 1897, he adds. Several hundred of these sight¬ 
ings, like the ones at Jenkins and Purdy, involve ac¬ 
tual ground contacts. 

Phillips says there are about five to seven UFO 
sightings reported in the U.S. every day; about 100 
are reported worldwide. The UFO Studies Center in 
Chicago presently has stored in its computer between 
65,000 and 75,000 reports on UFO sightings. 

The purpose of the UFO Center, Phillips exjjlains, is 
to enlighten the public about UFOs. The Center gath¬ 
ers information on the cases and will preserve the in¬ 
formation until technology can explain them. 

According to Phillips, a recent poll indicates that 
some 15 millon Americans believe that sometime dur¬ 
ing their life they have seen a UFO, but most do not 
report the sighting because they fear ridicule. 

Phillips investigated the UFO sighting that occurred 
in McDonald County about 14 months ago. A man and 
his wife reported seeing a strange craft sitting on a 
sloping hill one night. They said they were ap¬ 
proached by a human-like figure wearing a one-piece 
suit. The McDonald County man reportedly sped 
away in his pickup truck. 

The human-like figure, the McDonald County man 
later described, fits descriptions other people have 
given, the Chicago Investigator says. These human¬ 
oids, as Phillips describes them, are reportedly about 
four feet tall, have large heads, grayish skin, little or 
no hair, large eyes, and wear scuba diving-type suits. 

Phillips, along with several members of the UFO 
Center, will appear before the United Nation’s Gener¬ 
al Assembly Nov. 27 in an effort to gain a resolution 
seeking international cooperation in UFO sightings. 
Phillips says such a resolution would give the UFO re¬ 
search efforts credibility, and would make research 
easier. 

He says the UFO Center receives no government 
funding, but is financed by private donations. The 
Center has research aissociates in every state; they 
receive only expense money and no salary. Phillips is 
an inspector for the Missouri Highway Department 
and conducts his UFO investigations on weekends. 

The recent sightings in Barry County, Phillips says, 
fit the pattern of many other such sightings in the 
country and will be classified as a UFO until further 
data and testing prove otherwise 


No Answers Yet 

No concrete .nnswers have, as yet, been offered to explain the 
nivstcrious depressions found southwest of Toronto by Jim Smith of rural 
loronlo. 

Smith discovered the depressions while riding his Horse along the mud 
n.nts. north of the junction of the Vcnligris and Walnut Rivers. Smith told 
I he NliWS last week that he discovered the strange depressions when his 
horse shied and refused to go within fifteen or twenty feet of the area. It 
was then th.it Smith saw the seven depressions in the ground: six 
depressions formed in an almost perfect circle around a larger seventh 
depression. 

I he area was subjected to Giegcr counter tests last week by two Toronto 
residents iiuluding Larry Sole, chief of police. 

According to .Scle the area didn't register any notireablc radiation 
count, hut w hen asked further if he was surprised to find that out in light 
of the flooding that occurs in the area. Sele said that he wasn't. 

"It's possible that any radioactive materials could have been carried 
awav, or buried by the floods." Sole said. 

Shortiv after noon last Thursday. Oct. 19, Charles Read. Toronto, 
owner of the Fun Spot, was visited by two men describing themselves as 
federal agents. 

Read said that he was working on a pinball machine when two men 
entered his business, both men wearing jeans and dressed like “anyone 
else". ;ind began playing the various machines. Read said that after a 
lime one of the men asked him if he knew anything about the "flying 
saucer landing ". 


"I told them that this was the first I had heard about it. They then said 
that they were with tlie federal government, and that something had 
definitely landed out there." 

However. Read added that neither man showed him anv identification, 
or identified themselves in any wav or identified th, ug^iivy they were 
with. 

" I hey just said that thev had taken core samples, and that something 
hail definitely landed out there.’' Read said, 

I an v I awi enee, technical engineer with the Fall River-Toronto Corps of 
lingineers. visited the site of the depressions last Saturday afternoon and 
walked away eoiivineed that something had landed in the area, byt 
wouldn't even guess at what it might have been. 

"In my opinion, something landed there, but I have no idea what it 
could have been. :ind I don't believe flying saucers. The depressions are 
too evenlv spaced apart for it to be coincidence, and there was no sign of 
any digging in tlm are.i -- in fact that point is kind of senseless because 
there's nothing out there to dig for — the ground inside the depressions 
seems to be packed down, especially in the center hole, which might even 
have been packed down by heat. 1 don’t know, without running any tests 
I’m just guessiug. but that's what it seems to be." 

The NLW.S tried all last week to find out who the “federal agents” 
were, and what agenev they were with, but was only told that operation 
"blue book" closed down in 1969, and that there is no federal agency 
currenllv investigating HITf’s or any other phenomena.

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UFOs Brighten Skies 
In Ohio, West Virginia

There were some brilliant colors to be seen in West 
Virginia and Ohio this weekend, and they weren't all 
leaves falling from trees. 

They were lights — blinking, flashing and soaring — 
across the dark skies Residents and law enforcement 
officers in Mason, Putnam, Kanawha, Morgan and 
Roane counties in West Virginia and Gallia County in 
Ohio reported sightings. 

Alt the excitement spells: unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects, or UFOs* 

THE CENTER for UFO Studies in Evanston, 111., re¬ 
ceived several calls from West Virginians who spotted 
strange phenomena during the weekend, a center 
spokeswoman said. 

The center is directed by Dr. J. Allen Hynek, profes¬ 
sor emeritus of astronomy at Northwestern University 
and technical adviser for the movie "Close Encounters 
of the Third Kind. " 

Went Virginia callers were referred to the center’s 
staff investigators, who take detailed descriptions of 
the phenomena seen and try to determine whether the 
lights or objects were caused by atmospheric or man- 
imade conditions,the spokeswoman said. 

About 10 percent of the calls routinely received by 
the center are unexplainable, she said. These are clas¬ 
sified as UFOs. 

Mason County sheriff’s department deputy Frank 
Crump was one first-hand observer of this weekend’s 
excitement. 


CRUMP was on duty early Saturday morning when 
the Gallipolis, Ohio, city police dispatcher called the 
sheriff’s department about a UFO spotted by police¬ 
men near Gallipolis Ferry, W Va. “So we went down 
to see it, ” Crump said 

Crump and a sheriff’s department dispatcher met 
the policemen at Gallipolis Ferry, and there it was — 
"a jagged spherical shape. . I could see green, or¬ 
ange, red and blue lights, and the base was a real 
bright white,” Crump said. 

At first. Crump suspected it was a weather balloon 
or "somebody playing jokes ” by sending up a plastic 
dry cleaner bag lit and buoyed by a candle. “But it was 
moving too fast," he said. 

Crump and his companion chased the object about 13 
miles to the Mason-Cabell county line. As the object 
lowered toward the ground. Crump estimated it as 
about six feet in diameter. The object was silent. 

It rose again, and was “still terribly bright” when 
about six miles in the sky, he said. Only now the colors 
were changing to predominantly blue. 

Crump left after about three hours, and the object 
was still in the sky, he said. 

"A flying saucer — no. I don't know what it was, and 
that makes it a UFO to me,” he said. 

“It didn’t bother me,” he said. “I would have liked 
to get closer and see what it was, I wa.sn’t going to get 
on it, though.” 


Dimension Added To UFO’s 
Identified Following Objects

A Bristol Tennessee couple 
'las added a new dimension to 
UFOs. Ken and Laura Hampton 
lave come up with an IFO. 

The couple,who lieve at 101 
Cdgemere Dr., Bristol 
Tennessee, believes there is a 
'ogical explanation for an object 
they saw flashing red and green 
ind white in the sky although 
other seeing similar objects in 
Bristol say they are "flying 
saucers.” 

Laura called the Bristol 
Virginia-Tennessean this 
morning to report Ken’s 
encounter with a UFO near 
Galax, Va. 

When asked about the UFO, 
Ken acknowledge his wife’s 
report, and verified the sighting. 

Then he reported her IFO — 
Identified Following Object. 

“Did Laura tell you about the 
rock she found on the 
mountain,” he asked jokingly. 
‘You ought to get her to tell you 
about Uhat. It follows her 
around.” 

But first, here is another in the 
running accounts of UFOs: 

Ken and Laura were spending 
the weekend in a cabin about 10 
miles south of Galax in the 
Bay wood • community when 


Laura said Ken “hollered for me 
to come and look at something 
weird from the front porch” 
Saturday around midnight. 

Laura, Ken and their friend 
Gael Bright all claim they saw a 
hovering object with red, green 
and white li^ts flashing but “we 
couldn’t tell if it was rotating,” 
Laura added. “We watched it for 
about an hour through 
binoculars thinking it could be a 
helicopter or something,” she 
continued. “But a helicopter 
wouldn’t sit there for an hour. ” 

Ken said the object descended 
slowly in the sky while they 
watched “exactly the way I saw 
it Labor Day weekend,” he 
noted. “In the same place.” 

Laura said she thought it was 
“astounding” there were other 
sightings of similar objects in 
the Bristol area yesterday. 

The couple tried to come up 
with explanations for the 
sighting. “I think it could be a 
beacon on a mountain,” Ken 
said. “I’ve seen the same thing 
in the same place twice. ’There’s 
got to be a logical explanation 
for it.” 

Sightings in the Bristol area 
yesterday were reported by city 
patrolmen who described the 
object. 

“Three or four times faster 


than a falling star, it traveled 
out of the south at a tremendous 
rate of speed, stopping just as 
fast as it was going. It started 
revolving, red, green and white 
lights were flashing.” 

According to Lt. Qiarlie Cross 
of the Bristol Virginia Police 
Department, that is what he saw 
at 1 a m. Wednesday while on 
Bob Morrison Blvd. 

Looking at a similar object 
later Wednesday morning, Capt. 
Joe Musser of the Bristol 
Tennessee Police Department 
said it “looked like a real bright 
li^t, hanging in the air and 
moving around.” 

“I saw three flying saucers 
that were round, they had green 
and red lights flashing in three 
different locations in the sky,” 
Det. Al Arrants of the BTPD 
said. 

Lt. Cross continued, “1 was 
checking out a car lot on 
Morrison Blvd. when I first 
spotted the object. Coming out of 
the south, it stopped in the west 
over the Bristol Newspapers 
building. 

“When it stopped. I could 
actually see it rotating, with its 
green, red and white lights 
flashing. 

“Behind it, one away in the 
distance with red and white 


lights approached. I then called 
another officer (Charles Jones) 
and he saw th e same thing.” 
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UFO bright yellow light. . . 

Bea Bartlett and ten of her neighbors in a 
Rawlins trailer court watched a possible 
UFO hover over the western part of the 
city for twenty-five minutes before it flew 
away. 

According to Mrs. Bartlett, she noticci. 
a bright yellow light in the evening skies 
at 9:10 p.m. and immediately called her 
triends. Their combined reports indicate 
that the UFO was surrounded by yelle 
light and had an intermittently flashing 
red light on top. Several silver lines 
resembling some sort of ‘power ra> 

projected downward from the object. At 
one point during their observation, the 
object seemed to separate into two 
distinct parts although the parts con 
tinued to move in the same direction. 

The witnesses report that the UFO was 
being followed by an aircraft but thcv 
were unable to identify its origin. 

At 9:35 p.m. the object radiated a 
bright yellow flash before it disappeared 
behind a hill northwest of town. 

“It stood steady in one spot for at least 
ten minutes,” said Mrs. Bartlett, “and it 
was holding too steady to be either a 
plane or a helicopter."

Dazzling Lights Make Sky 
A Marquee for UFO-Watchers

It has been a big week for UFO watchers in West 
Virginia 

People in at least a half dozen counties have seen 
strange lights in the sky since the weekend. 

Similar reports came from parts of Ohio and Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Eleven law enforcement officers in Wood County 
Wednesday watched mysterious lights hover over 
Parkersburg for more than three hours. They said 
one of the lights moved off to the south, toward the 
community of Elizabeth. 

The officers said the lights were red, white, blue 
and green 

At Johnstown in southern Pennsylvania, early 
morning listeners began calling a radio station to ask 
about "a cluster of lights" in the sky. 

A talk show took up the subject and about 50 
persons responded to verify the sighting. 

Most agreed there were four lights, red and white, 
in a rectangular formation. 

They were bigger than stars and just glowing, not 
flashing, said a caller. 

At least five persons who called the station were 
police officers on their way home from work. 


Earlier in the week, UFO .sightings were reported 
in Kanawha, Morgan, Mason, Pntnm, Cabell and 
Roane counties in West Virginia and Gallia County in 
Ohio. 

Many peraena uid the lights were stationary Oth¬ 
ers said the lights stayed for a while in one place and 
then zipped off at great speed. 

The Center for UFO Studies at Evanston, Ill. said 
it had received several UFO reports by telephone 
from West Virginians. 

At Marshall University in Huntington, a physics 
professor said there are certain atomospheric condi¬ 
tions that could cause ground lights to reflact in the 
sky. Astronomers have advanced the same tteory 

But that wouldn’t explain the strange blips seen on 
a radar screen at the Kanawha County Airport dur¬ 
ing the weekend. 

All the talk about UFOs has brought out many 
skywatchers. 

At Davis Creek near Charleston late Tuesday, fiv« 
youths sat in a circle in a grocery store parkiag lot, 
looking up. 

“What are you doing?” they srere asked. 

"Looking for UFOs,” one said.

UFOs again were seen in the sky 
overKe tCounty Wednesday night, 
according totwo area police 
agencies. 

State police at the Rockford 
postsaidthey received two reports of 
a metallic craft over the Gratton area 
shortly before 10 p.m.

Spotted Objects

Just like it stated in the 
advertisements for the smash 
film; “Close Encounters,” 
Mark Withrow was “not 
alone” Tuesday night. 

Withrow was the hesitant 
caller Wednesday morning 
who reported sighting “s*x red 
li^ts in the sky;” from 
outside Ins home near 
Keystone Lake. 

The lights, according to 
Withrow, followed a flight 
pattern over the Derry Ridge, 
after having hovered near the 
Ridge for a short time. 

The DCTry R.D. 2 resident 
said they couldn’t have been 
airplane lights because they 
remained stationary at times, 
and “they didn’t even look like 
airplane lights.” 

Withrow said he was 
reluctant to have his name 
printed along with his report 
in the newspaper for fear that 
“people will think I’m crazy. 
But, I know what I saw.” 

Withrow needn’t have been 
so worried. 

The news account of his 
sighting in Wednesday’s 
Bulletin apparently sparked 
courage in a numb^ of other 
area residents to admit that 
they saw the same thing he did 
at about midnight Tuesday. 

Withrow reported yesterday 
that he received 38 calls at his 
home Wednesday evening 
from people who also spotted 
the mysterous “red lights” in 
the sky and had read his story 
in The Bulletin. 

Confirm Reports 

In addition. The Bulletin 
office also got calls from 
residents wishing to confirm 
Withrow’s story with their 
own versions of Tuesday 
night’s semi-close encounter. 

One of the reports was from 
Marge Bolish of New Derry, 
who witnessed four red lights 
near the Derry Ridge at ap¬ 
proximately the same time 
that Withrow said he was 
watching them. 

And, just as in Withrow’s 
account, Ms. Bolish said three 
of the lights remained in a 
triangular pattern, never 
varying, while the fourth 
“object” was away from that 
alignment. 

A third person to confirm 
the “triangular light 
formation” was Joseph LiAo 
of Ridgeview Heights who 
stopped in at The Bulletin 
office yesterday saying, "I 
just came in to let you know 


that if that guy in the paper 
thought he was crazy ’cause 
he saw those lights, then I’m 
crazy too.” 

Lij(o, who admitted he has 
had experience with 
hdicepters and va(l!||pu8?|ih^ 
craft, said the thva'to# 
intense to be airpianes and

“If the lights had been 
airfdanes, you’d never been 
able to even see them from 
that far away, either,” Luko 
said. 

Ms. Bolish said she watdied 
the objects for 20 minutes, and 
never heard a sound. She said 
she did hear the noise of an 
airplane passing through the 
same area. 

Ms. Bolish also detaUed an 
interesting occurance during 
the 20-minute “aerial show.” 
She said an airplane passed 
through the flight lane over 
the ridge and appeared to be 
“scanned” by one of the 
mysterous objects. 

“All of a sudden a big 
beacon light shown on the 
airplane, almost like one of 
the lights was checking it over 
as it passed.. .scannipg it." 

Ms. Bolish said the objects 
eventually disappear^ over 
the ridge toward Johnstown. 

A Ugoaier man, who 
preferred to reipain 
unidentified, s^d he spotted 
“six lights, all in a stright 
line” passing at a slow speed 
over the Derry Ridge, heading 
from Greensburg toward 
J(4instown. 

“They weren’t flashing 
lights, they were steady,” he 
said, “and they’d go at a slow 
speed for a while, then they’d 
stop, then they’d go again. 
From the way they were 
moving I just thought they 
were helicopters until I read 
the story about the sightings.” 

No Close View 

'The man described them as 
being “sort of white.” But, he 
admitted that he didn’t have 
binoculars to get a closer view 
of them. 

'This area apparently wasn’t 
the only one with sightings 
reported. 

ffameroiis sightings were 
etiied in aroOnd the John¬ 
stown area, with most coming 
from Seward, Cooperadate, 
Westmont, Walnut Grove, 
Richland, Scalp Level and 
Salix. 

A newspaper account 
reported that Johnstown city 
police received at least four 
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calls about the objects, and a 
number of police around the 
Johnstown area admitted 
seeing the lights. 

A Seward wcanan reported 
that she saw four to six lights, 
flashing in the colors of red, 
green and white. She said they 
appeared to come from 
Blairsville and the Derry 
Ridge, passed over Seward 
and continued on to John¬ 
stown. 

The woman called her 
daughter in Johnstown, who 
admitted spotting the lights 
herself. 

A Johnstown police sergeant 
adnutted to sighting the ob¬ 
jects, as did a Westmont 
policeman, who then called his 
dispatcher to verify the 
sighting. According to 
newspaper reports, the 
dispatcher spotted them too. 

“I don’t know what the heck 
it was,” said Withrow over the 
telephone yesterdav. “but it 
makes me feel better that I 
wasn’t the only one who saw 
it.”

Both 
were identical and travelling at the 
same rate of spped. 

The lights appeared to be about tree 
top level and occasionally disappeared 
behind the tree line. 

An effort was made to contact a 
Tallahassee television station and 
authorities in that area since the 


objects were moving in that direction 
but there was no response. 

The family lives in a rural area 
outside of Monticello. 

The incident occurred at 7:30 p.m. 
around the first week of October. 

Following the local sighting, several 
other area residents have allegedly 
seen unusual happenings in the sky. 

A news report recently told of two 
women in Dalton, Ga., who had a 
similar experience.

UFOs sighted at Kalkaska

KALKASKA — Two Kalkaska County 
sheriff deputies and two school teachers 
say they saw UFX)s on Thursday night. 

Deputies Mike Maxwell and Chuck 
Witt say they saw “two objects, spinn¬ 
ing. although stationary in the sky with 
red, green and white lights." Three ob¬ 
jects were sighted northeast of the 
village at 9:01 p.m. Thursday, and one 
was seen south at 12:40 a m. Friday, ac¬ 
cording to the police reports. 

Sue Carmine, a 26-year-old science 
teacher at the Kalkaska High School 
who has a bachelor’s degree from 
Michigan State University and a 
master’s from the University of 
Michigan, says she "doesn’t just think 
she a saw a UFO — I know I saw a 
UFO." 

“I’m a science teacher and we’ve 
been studying stars and stars don’t 
react like that, with blinking lights — 
changing from red, to white to green. 
We had binoculars out and we could 
really see them,” she said. 

Carmine said she’d heard about 
UFOs before but never really believed 
in them. In fact, when she was alerted 


to the phenomenon Thursday night by a 
student, she didn’t even bother to go 
outside and look for the first 30 minutes. 

Carmine was first told about the 
UFOs by Jody Wilder, 17. She watched 
them with another teacher. Sue Davis, 
27, and a friend don Strahn, 27. Village 
Police Chief Melvin Hill said the people 
who saw the UFOs were “credible 
witnesses." 

Hillis officers reported that witnesses 
saw “three colored objects moving in a 
circle. Two objects moved through the 
sky rapidly — one minute it would be 
over ’lYaverse City and a split second 
later it would seem to be over 
Kalkaska” 

Whether the UFOs were from “outer 
space” or part of government research. 
Carmine said she couldn’t guess. “We 
watched these ‘unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects’ for about 45 minutes and they 
were there for a half hour before that,” 
she said. 

How did it feel to see something that 
looked like a real UFO? - 

“It was sort of eerie," Carmine said, 
•’because we had no rational way to ex¬ 
plain it." 

When sheriff’s deputies said they saw 
objects in the sky with “red, green and 


white lights,” officials radioed the 
Federal Aviation Administration in'' 
Traverse City and were advised by the 
FAA that there were no aircraft known 
to be in the area 

In the earlier sightings, Betty Binges 
and her sons Mark, 16, and Tom, 13, of 
Berrien Springs said they saw several 
UFOs hovering and shooting strange 
beams of light near the Cook Nuclear 
Power Station on Tuesday night. 

Spokesmen for the U S. Coast Guard 
and the Berrien County Sheriff’s 
Department could not confirm these 
sightings. 

Mrs. Binges and her sons also said a 
radio carried by one of the boys faded in 
and out as the objects appeared 
overhead. She .said her sons counted 
five objects, three on one side and two 
on the other. Their description of the ob¬ 
jects was similar to that given by the 
Kalkaska witnesses. 

A spokesman at the Adler 
planetarium in Chicago reminds people 
that "the winter skies are very bright 
and there are bright planets in the sky 
right now. Jupiter is very bright and 
could project red and green lights, and' 
the other bright star is Sirius."

Authorities baffled 
by Jackson UFOs 


Those amber lights traveling in 
pairs over Jackson Wednesday 
night probably weren’t anything 
unearthly, but nobody knows for 
sure. And they do qualify as un¬ 
identified flying objects. 

At least 20 persons reported see¬ 
ing the lights between 9:30 p.m. 
and shortly after midnight. Many 
of the reports came from Bush’s 
Food and Beverage Service, 1233 S. 
West. Several motorists and cus¬ 
tomers reported the sightings there. 

Among the witnesses were city 
police officers, who provided some 
hints as to the origin of the lights. 

Officers Tom Williams and Da¬ 
vid McCullom both had good views 
of the objects. Williams spotlighted 
one from his watching post in the 
parking lot of Cascades Baptist 
Church, 1012 W High. And 
McCullough watched one pass over 
police headquarters. 

According to thr police report, 
amber fragments, as from a flare, 
were seen dropping from the ob¬ 
ject. There appeared to be a gas- 
filled balloon above the light. 

But a check with the Flight Ser¬ 
vice at Reynolds Field showed that 
no weather balloons would have 
been in the area. And flight offi¬ 
cials couldn’t imagine any balloon 
being launched by responsible au¬ 
thorities with a flare attached. That 
would be dangerous, since a flare 
could start a fire. 


The only organization known to 
launch' flares in southern lower 
Michigan is the Michigan Air Na¬ 
tional Guard, based in Battle 
Creek. 

But officials at the base said to¬ 
day they haven’t launched flares 
for the last two or three years. 
When they did, it was with para¬ 
chutes rather than balloons, and it 
was always done in Grayling during 
guard exercises. 

Pilots were flying last night from 
the base, and they reported seeing 
no unusual lights. But, officials 
said, they would not have reported 
seeing something unless it struck 
them as being unusual. If they rec¬ 
ognized the objects as weather bal¬ 
loons, no reports would necessarily 
have been made. 

All of the amber objects ap¬ 
peared over Jackson from the 
southwest over Cascades Falls.. 
Most witnesses said they travelled 
in pairs in a straight line. Williams 
estimated their speed at 15 to 20 
miles per hour. 

There w as no sound heard. 

One witness reported that one 
object accelerated at a rapid speed. 

Donald L. Bean, director of the 
Hurst Planetarium, said he wants 
to get each witness to fill out a 
questionaire on the sightings, of 
which he tries to keep records.

Was It UFO Or Helicopter?

GREENFIELD. Ind. - What pro¬ 
duced those slow-moving, flashing 
lights in the early evening sky in Cen¬ 
tral Indiana last week? 

A state trooper says they were from 
a group of Army helicopters, flying east 
to west along 1-70. 

Another report indicates they were 
from a flight of experimental aircraft. 

But Cathy Wilfong and Cindy 
Bridges, two young women from North¬ 
east Hancock County, are sure the 
lights were from an unidentified flying 
object, one they say they observed 
closely for 12 minutes and which left a 
40-foot impression in a soybean field 
near their homes. 

The experience, which scared both 
women, has not sparked more than a 
brief investigation by the Hancock 
County Sheriff’s Department, mainly 
because helicopters were reported by 
State Police and other sheriff’s depart¬ 
ments. 

It has, however, attracted the inter¬ 
est of the Center for UFO Study in 
Evanston, Ill. 

An investigator for the center, Allan 
Hendry, visited the Wilfong farm last 
weekend to collect soil samples and 
take specimens of the soybean plants, 
which appear to be blown over. Mrs. 
Wilfong said he told her they receive 30 
to 50 reports of UFO sightings each 
week — but the Hancock County report 
is only the second this year that could 
produce "tangible physical evidence.” 

The first indication of trouble, Mrs. 
Wilfong says, came around 7 p.m. last 
Wednesday when electricity went off in 
her home She reset the circuit breaker, 
only to have the lights go out again 
minutes later. That happened four or 
five times before the lig hts finally 


stayed on, about 7:30 p.m. 

Later, when she and her sister de¬ 
cided to start a fire in the fireplace, 
Mrs. Bridges went to get some wood. 
She got in a camper to back it up . . . 
and saw bright lights in a bean field 
near their barn. 

“I thought at first an airplane had 
crashed — it was so big,” she said. 
"But then 1 realized there was no 
sound, and I saw that it was a UFO. I 
started honking the horn for Cathy to 
come out, and yelling ‘UFO, UFO!’ ” 

When her sister did come out, the 
object seemed to move toward her and 
both women went back in the house and 
shut off all the lights. 

"By that time, it had gone around to 
the back of the barn, moving real slow, 
with no noise. Eventually, it headed out 
toward the west,” Mrs. Wilfong said. In 
all, they estimated they could see the 
lights for 40 minutes more. 

“We were horrified,” Mrs. Wilfong 
said. "We called everyone we knew, but 
nobody would listen. 

"Something that close — that huge 
— it’s just unbelievable,” she said. 

During his four to five-hour investi¬ 
gation last weekend, Hendry estimated 
the winglike object was 140 feet long. A 
sketch by Mrs. Bridges shows it to be 
inverted, like a saucer turned over, 
with lights on the comer and a circular 
feature in the center. 

The impression left in the beans, 
Hendry told the women, is similar to 
“saucer nests” reported in Australia 
and elsewhere, and would indicate the 
UFO never did touch the ground. 

Skeptical law enforcement personnel 
have said the impression could also 
have been caused by the downblast 
from a helicopter’s rotors, and one even 
asked the women how long it took them 
to flatten out the area like that. 

But Mrs. Wilfong said the beans are 


not uprooted at all, and the stems are 
intertwined and matted together. 

She also is certain they would have 
heard noises had the craft been a 
helicopter. 

“We see helicopters out here all the 
time . . . they fly along the power 
lines,” she said. “You can always hear 
them coming before you ever see them. 

"But there just wasn’t any noise this 
time,” she said. “If we hadn’t gone 
outside, we wouldn’t have known any¬ 
thing was there.” 

Spokesmen at National Guard and 
Army Reserve helicopter fields, near 
Shelbyville and McCordsville, can’t con¬ 
firm any of their aircraft were flying in 
that area. 

“It’s possible ... we do have a lot 
of flying on Wednesday nights,” said 
flight instructor Paul Miller. But after a 
check of the records, he said it wasn’t 
likely any National Guard helicopters 
were near Greenfield that night. 

Though she has received no confir¬ 
mation from any official sources, Mrs. 
Wilfong said she still wanted to pub¬ 
licize the incident so others would Imow 
she had seen something she couldn’t 
explain. 

“Mavbe others saw the same thing, 
or maybe someone has found a ‘saucer 
nest' and didn’t know what it was. 

"If so, and if they come forward and 
say something about it, then that makes 
it worthwhile.” 

UFO center investigators told the 
women last weekend it is unlikely the 
object they saw will ever return, but 
they say they they’re still taking no 
chances. 

“I keep the drapes pinned shut on 
the west windows anyway,” Mrs. Wil¬ 
fong'said. “I was too petrified by the 
whole experience. If it comes back, I 
want to be the first one to see it. . . not 
have it out there seeing me'”

UFO Ceiused Siberia Blast, Red Says 


MOSCX)W (AP) — A catacly¬ 
smic explosion that scarred a 
vast area of Siberia 70 years 
ago and has baffled scientists 
ever since may have been 
caused by a flying saucer, a re¬ 
spected Russian astronomer 
says. 

The explosion, known as the 
' Tunguska Mystery, " dev¬ 
astated a remote forest region 
in central Siberia June 30, 1908. 
It leveled trees over a 1,250- 
square-mile area and was fol¬ 
lowed by intense radiation and a 
great fire. 

A score of scientific expedi¬ 
tions to the area and dozens of 
scientific research papers have 
put forth theories ranging from 
the crash of a meteorite or 
comet to the collision of a 
"black hole" with the earth 
"Black holes ' are supposedly 
the remains of collapsed stars. 

All these theories are dis¬ 
counted for various reasons, 
however, and now for the first 
time a serious scientist, astrono¬ 
mer Felix Zigel of the Moscow 


Aviation Institute, has proposed 
that the answer to the mystery 
is an "extraterrestrial probe,” 
the explosion of a flying saucer. 

'More Confirmation' 

“The more we know of the 
Tunguska catastrophe, the more 
confirmation we find of the fact 
that the unidentified fl''mg ob¬ 
ject which exploded over the 
forest In 1908 was an extrater¬ 
restrial probe.” Zigel said Sat¬ 
urday in an interview with the 
official Soviet news agency 
Tass. 

Zigel based his theory in part 
on the fact that scientists have 
determined that the object flew 
in an "enormous loop," first 
northward then westward, be¬ 
fore crashing — a trajectory 
that apparently cannot be ex¬ 
plained by any natural phenom¬ 
enon 

He also supports his theory 
with data showing that the ex¬ 
plosion deposited a high quan¬ 
tity of zinc, bromine, sodium, 
iron, lead and "other elements 


that are completely atypical of 
comet nuclei but are quite possi¬ 
ble for artificial structures." 

Tass says the most recent 
Tunguska expedition, last sum¬ 
mer, turned up more evidence 
arguing against natural expla¬ 
nations for the disaster. Re¬ 
searcher Alexei Zolotov of 
Kalinin, who led the party, 
found insect and plant muta¬ 
tions and other effects pointing 
to an artificial "residual biophy¬ 
sical field.” 

'Space Visitors' 

In putting forward his "space 
visitors" theory. Zigel said that 
“further research may shed 
light on the design of the appa¬ 
ratus and possibly on the causes 
of the explosion." 

Zigel's statements are good 
news to the many Russian be¬ 
lievers in flying-saucer theories. 

These enthusiasts attend unof¬ 
ficial lectures, pass underground 
theses from hand to hand and 
.'<harc the always-unconfirmed 
gossin by word of mouth. 


The popularity of their pri¬ 
vate theories can be gauged by 
the penodid rebuttals in the of¬ 
ficial press of what was once 
called, in the youth newspaper 
Kom-somol.skaya Pravda, 
“flirtations with superstitions 
and religious impulses manipu¬ 
lated indirectly by the Penta¬ 
gon" 

Supposed Sightings 

The specifics of some of the 
300 supposed UFO sightings in 
the Soviet Union over the years 
are included in a report purpor¬ 
tedly based on a lecture given 
last year by Zigel and distrib¬ 
uted in underground reprints. 

Among those described were 
a UFO that reportedly hovered 
for 36 hours over the southern 
Russian city of Nalchik, one 
that reportedly followed an 
airliner and one that was re¬ 
ported to have caused auto¬ 
mobiles to stall at a railm.id 
crossing at Gfl' synn 28 mil's 
west of Moscow

Close encounters of the Latin kind 


BUENOS AIRES. Argentina <AP) 
Carlos Acevedo and Angel Moya told it this 
way 

It was 4 30 a m . Sept 23. and they were 
on the flat pampas south of Buenos Aires, 
stragglers on the final leg of a 39-day stock 
car race 

Suddenly they noticed a yellow and 
violet light shining in their rear view 
mirror It approached too fast to be a com¬ 
petitor 

Then a strange force shut off the engine 
and headlights of their Citroen CG, lifted it 
IS feet off the road, then set it down a 
minute later and 75 miles north The force 
also drained the car's gasoline tank 
Thai's the way Carlos Acevedo and Angel 
Moya told it 

Businessman Alejandro Hernandez 
recalled it like this; Driving in southern 
Chile on Sept 24. he spotted a huge saucer 
overhead The saucer hovered over his car 
and swallowed it. Inside, he said, five 
bulky figures stuffed his 13-year-old son 
into a box while a sixth interviewed 
Hernandez in a metallic voice Witnesses 
reported watching the car. with frightened 
father and son inside, descend to the road 
afterward 

A month earlier, bank manager Serrano 
Silva reported a flying object buzzed his 
car on the highwar between Tunja and 
Bogota. Colombia The car's engine and 


headlights died, and the banker said he 
and his passenger, a navy officer, suffered 
temporary paralysis 

In a region fascinated by strange oc¬ 
curences, these stories made front page 
headlines and the cover of a serious news 
magazine 

According to an Associated Press sur¬ 
vey, such UFO yams gel frequent and 
widespread public attention in Argentina. 
Chile. Peru, Brazil. Uruguay and 
Colombia 

In Grenada. UFOs are a personal con¬ 
cern of Prime Minister Eric Gairy, who 
had them put on the Caribbean island s 
postage stamps 

Reports of UFO sightings even draw 
crowds For instance, travelers gathered 
at Cliilca on the Pan American Highway in 
Peru to gaze at the sky where a squadron 
of 30 to 40 flying saucers was recmtly 
reported 

Hundreds invited by radio to meet an 
outer space visitor drove to Chile's Tenglo 
island one night in September, only to 
learn the whole thing was a hoax 

Here in Argentina — which leads the 
world in UFO sightings, accivding to a 
NASA tally — extraterrestrial visitors are 
part of the national folklore, thanks ta 
dozens of such wellpublicized tales at 
these: 

—Six fishermen in San Luis Province 


last Feb 4 saw a saucer light up the 
predawn sky A towering figure in a silver 
jumpsuit climbed down a ladder, waved, 
returned to the saucer and sped away 
Police found huge footprints, five feet 
apart, at the scene 

—A flying object hovered over a train 
station in San Juan ixie night in July and lit 
up the place like da> Dozens of frightened 
stray dogs and cats took refuge in the 
building and the station chief suffered a 
nervous collapse 

—An oval-shaped translucent object, 
ringed by a halo of hght. flew silently over 
the Andes mountains in Neuquen Province 
on Aug 22 Descriptions along its 300-mile 
path were so numerous and consistent that 
the UFO landed on covers of two national 
news magazines 

Argentina’s highly literate population 
seems ready ftK* the “invasion" Books like 
“Chariot of the Gods” and “The History of 
Flying Saucers in Argentina” have sold 
briskly, and a 424-page textbook on 
“Extraterrestrial Science” is being of¬ 
fered to Argentine secondary schools. 'Hie 
movie "Gose Ecounters of the Third 
Kind " just ended a profitable 15-week nm 
here. 

“When people continuously contemplate 
such films, television shoMra, magazines 
and books, then UFOs, flying saucers and 
green men become so natural that finally 
they are perceived in the world that sur¬ 
rounds us.” wrote Gregorio Klimovsky in 


a special section of the Buenos Aires 
newspaper Clarin analyzing the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Vlado Kapetanovich, a Peruvian 
engineer who says he met spacemen while 
building a dam. put himself under psy¬ 
chiatric analysis to dispel his own doubts 
before writing a book about the encounter 
When it was published his daughter bad 
him committed toan asylum, but he taked 
his way out and his bi^ became a best 
seller in Peru. 

Grenada Prime Minister Gairy has a 
harder time with skeptics. His recent 
demand for a U N investigabon of UFOs 
was ridiculed by the island's newspapers. 
One cartoon showed him on a mountain 
gazing at flying saucers while his people 
suffered in squalor below. 

While Yaqui Indians in northeast Mexico 
curse extraterrestrial intruders for their 
woes, most Labn believers say the 
“visitors” are benevolent explorers or 
peacemakers. Sergio Lemos. a Rio de 
Janeiro schoolteacher, says he was told by 
a “UFO (Commander Akilovan” that his 
mission was to prevent nuclear holocaust. 

“They have vested interest in averting a 
nuclear war on earth, as this would blow 
the planet apart and alter the cosmos,” 
said Ariel Rietb, head of Argenbiia's UFO 
Observatory Gommiaston. “They hive 
come here to see how th«r security is 
related to our stupidity.”

An assistant police inspector 
of Pedro Luro, In the southern part of the Buenox Aires province, 
claimed that both drivers were in a terrible emotional state, similar 
to that of someone whu has run someone over along the route, and em¬ 
phasized they hod not been drinUing, It was meanwhile disclosed tnjt 
two months ago another strange metallic object appeared in the same 
area, with intermittent lights and Illuminated windows. Two men, one 
of them called Verdn, tried to approach it but remained as "glurf" 
to the spot.

Bahfa Blanca - At least twelve people sighted UfOs In this city, some 
of them stopping thefr cars in the nearby routes to better view this 
already reiterative phenomenon. Hdetor Ponzoni, owner of a workshop 
located at Col6n 1700 saw together with neighbors, a luminous object 
In the sky which was hovering, and which at times seemed to rhythmical¬ 
ly Increase and contract its size.

After receiving a report on the 
sighting, a Douglas County Sheriff's 
Department dispatcher rela.ved the 
Information by telet.vpe to the Leav ¬ 
enworth County Sheriff's Depart¬ 
ment. since the sighting took place 
in that county. 

But Friday. Ix'avenworth County 
authorities denied they received any 
information by teletype or radio 

Douglas County authorities say 
they did 

A dispatcher for the Kansas High¬ 
way Patrol office in Kansas City, 
Kan., said she had not received any 
information on the sighting either. 

F.mployees with the Leavenworth 
County Sheriff's Department dis¬ 
missed the sighting as humorous, 
but there is at least one group that is 
taking the sighting seriously. 

Irwin .Alpert, Kansai City, direc¬ 
tor of research for the Sasquatch 
Research Group, said Friday he 
talked w ith the man who sighted the 
creature, and he intends to inter¬ 
view the man further on Saturday 


(Aliiert said the man who sighted 
the creature has been bear hunting 
in the past, and said what he saw 
w as not a bear.) 

In addition. Alpert and other 
members of the group plan to go out 
to the approximate location of the 
sighting and search the area 

Alpert refused to reveal the name 
of the man who reported the sight¬ 
ing because he said persons report¬ 
ing to have seen “BlgfooC -type 
creatures are often harraased by the 
public 

Alpert, who has been researching 
the Bigfout phenomenon for 13 
years, said there have been numer¬ 
ous similar sightings in eastern 
Kansas and western .Missouri in re¬ 
cent years. 

There were sightings a few years 
ago near Linwood and Bonner 
Springs, he said, and two years ago. 
a motortit reported catching a 
glimpse of a large figure moving 
into the bushes near the intersection 
ofK-lOandK-7 

•There have also been repifrts of 
bears, or bear-llkc beasts In the 
area. too. Last week, motorists re¬ 
ported seeing a bear sitting in the 
median at the 198 mile marker on 
the turnpike. And there was a more 
recent report about bear tracks be¬ 
ing found near Eudnra. 

'This (the sighting early Thurs¬ 
day) Is just the first one that has 
been reported to the authorities." 
Alpert said. 

But was it? 

Earlier this year, a family living 
near Springdale In Leavenworth 
County was warned by a sheriff's 
deputy to take care of the family 
horses because there had been a few 
instances of horses being injured or 
killed by what authorities thought at 
the time was a bear. 

When asked later about the possi¬ 
bility of bears In the area near 
Springdale, officials with the she¬ 
riff's department laughed that 
possibility off. saying, "Whoever 
cooked up such a story must have 
been baying at a full moon.” 

While law enforcement officials 
may not be taking the sighting seri¬ 
ously. .Alpert is — at least until he 
pursues it a little further 

But he is unhappy about the pub¬ 
licity at this stage of his investiga¬ 
tion. 

He said it was "not good" that 
reports had made the radio air¬ 
waves because "whenever there are 
reported sightings, monster hunters 
come out with their guns. 

"The first thing they want to do is 
kill the monster." 


Law officers 
can't locate 
furry beast 

There be a huge, furry 
animal strolling on its liind legs 
through a rural area northwest 
of Lawrence, but five law en¬ 
forcement officers who looked 
for it Sunday couldn’t find it 

Officers from the Douglas 
County sheriff's office, the Kan 
sas Highway Patrol and the 
Kansas Fish and Game Com 
mission spent several minute.s 
Sunday morning IcHiking for the 
animal reportedly sighted by 
two hunters.

"The Bigfoot has never been 
known to attack anybody," Alpert 
said. “Aa far as I know, it has nev er 
been in a situation where it has been 
cornered by men. If it presented a 
threat to people, we would make 
some kind of announcement, but not 
unless there is a threat."

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Creature's not forgotten 

Hunters certain 
they sow beast 


The search for a huge, furry 
beast reportedly sighted north¬ 
west of Lawrence has been 
abandoned but not forgotten. 

Two Lawrence housepainters. 
Jim Swager and Fred Hadl, said 
they saw the beast Sunday while 
hunting squirrels about 
miles northwest of Lawrence on 
property owned by Ed Stroda. 

And though a party of law en¬ 
forcement officials couldn't find 
a trace of the creature Sunday, 
the matter isn’t entirely closed 

The two hunters are con¬ 
vinced the beast they saw was 
black and about eight feel tall, 
was out there, and Stroda ag¬ 
reed “fo keep an eye open for a 
while." 

‘‘I’ll be damned if 1 was seeing 
things,” Hadl told reporters. 
“Two of us saw it.” 

Sheriff’s deputy Don Crowe, 
one of five law enforcement of¬ 
ficers that searched for the 
beast said the two hunters told 
officers that the beast was walk¬ 
ing in a cut milo field when they 
saw it. 

“We went out and looked in the 
area it was supposed to be in,” 


Crowe said. “And we didn’t find 
anything. That’s about ail there 
is to it” 

Crowe and another deputy 
were accompanied by two high¬ 
way patrolmen and state game 
protector Bruce Bertwell in the 
search. 

Crowe said the search party 
found no tracks left by the crea¬ 
ture. 

“It (the ground) was hard, but 
it was dusty. You could see dog 
tracks and deer tracks,” he 
said. 

However, Crowe noted that 
the men said they were about 300 
yards from the beast. “It was 
hard to pinpoint exactly where it 
was,” he said. 

Oowe said there are enough 
trees near the area to hide a cre¬ 
ature of the size the hunters de¬ 
scribed. “It’s possible, I guess,” 
he said. 

The Sunday sighting is not the 
first such incident in the area. 

In late September, a Douglas 
County man told officers that a 
beast of similar proportions to 
the recently reported creature 
ran in front of his car along the 
Kansas turnpike near Bonner 


bprings. 

A subsequent investigation 
found no evidence of that crea¬ 
ture. 

Crowe said that another sight¬ 
ing five years ago near Baldwin 
had turned out to be a lost blacK 
bear. 

If not a black bear, could there 
be a Bigfoot roaming near 
Lawrence? 

A spokesman for the Project 
Grendel Bigfoot Hotline in Seat 
tie, Washington, said there is a 
chance the creature sighted 
Sunday is one of the famous 
ape-like beasts, thought by some 
to exist in th nation’s wildernes.s 
areas. 

He added that hunters shoulu 
refrain from shooting at the 
beast if it appears again. 

“These are a very rare 
species . . . ,” he said, “People 
have shot at them quite a bit.. 
it doesn't seem to kill them. 

“Also, there is a chance that 
wounded animal might becomr 
dangerous.” 

Pro)ect Grendel is part of a 
national organization that cei 
lects information on Bigfoo 
sightings. 


Around Ottosen 

Young Thompson is the latest of a 
dozen or so residents in Humboldt and 
Kossuth counties to report such 
sightings since July, when a large, 
foul-smelling, ape-like creature was 
first reported in Ottosen, a hamlet 
near the Humboldt-Kessuth county 
line. 

The reports have left many 
residents tense. Authorities say 
Bigfoot has become dinner table con¬ 
versation in homes and schools. 
Consequently, imaginations are apt to 
run ahead of the facts. 

Sheriff Marvin Andersen said his 
office received two other Bigfoot 
reports last week and both turned out 
(0 be false alarms. 

Andersen said one of his deputies 
looked into a report last Sunday 
evening that some young people had 
seen Bigfoot near Bradgate. Andersen 
said they reported seeing a creature 
In a farm field about a mile away 
from where they were standing. The 
“creature” turned out to be a tandem 
form disc with its arms extended 
upward. 

The other report came from about 
40 high school students who were 
building a homecoming float 
Wednesday night on a farm south of 
Renwick. They told authorities they 
had seen two creatures, one with red 
eyes and another with blue eyes, in a 
cornfield. 

Officers checked the field but found 
nothing. 

‘"But it had them scared,” said the 
^eriff. “It had them scared enough 
^here they went to town and weren’t 
going back out there.” 

—In July, the creature was reported 
on three occasions in Ottosen. There 
were no more sightings until 
September, when it was reported 
twice in the rural area around 
(Htosen. 

The sheriff’s office also has 
ifhceived reports of an animal 
i>«leasing strange, high-pitched 


screams near Ottosen and other 
tjjwns in Humboldt County.

Whether the creature is really a 
Bigfoot — ^n elusive primate 
Mlieved b> some persons to occupy a 
place between'.man and ape — or a 
l)pax, remains to be determined. 

Similar creatures have been 
deported in almost all parts of the 
World, and are known by names such 
‘ as Bigfoot, yeti, omah or Sasquatch. 

The existence of Bigfoot has never 
Ijeen proven conclusively. 

Some who have studied the Bigfoot 
phenomenon, including Kevin Cook, 
who heads the Iowa Bigfoot Informa¬ 
tion Center, believe several of these 
'Creatures roam the midlands at night 
fiollowing the Mississippi and 
Missouri River basins. 

Cook believes it could be signifi¬ 
cant that most of the recent sightings 
have occurred near the Rock Island 
Lines railroad tracks that run through 
West Bend, Ottosen and Hardy. He 
also believes the creatures travel in 
families of two adults and a 
)[oungster. 

Sheriff Andersen says he hopes the 
mystery will be solved after 
Humboldt County’s com crop is 
harvested. 

’If it’s still around here when we 
get this corn out, it’s not going to have 
ids much cover to hide in,” Andersen 
said.

Cattle mutilations continue 
to plague community 


In August, three farmers near Dixon and 
another near Iberia reported cattle killings. 
The ‘'mutilations'' were similiar with 
various parts of the animals' bodies being 
cut out and the rest left lying in fields to 
rot. Most of the blood had been drained 
from the carcasses. 

Since the killings, rumors, some of which 
niav be true, have been circulating in 
Dixon, saving the mutilations were the 
work of a satan worshipping cult. Just how 
the stories got started, no one seems to 
know . But the populace is talking and the 
rumors are growing more gruesome and 
unbelievable. 

Deputy Gene Bracy. of the Maries County 
Sheriff's Department, offered some clarifi¬ 
cation. The cult, which was (or is) 
supposed to be in the area, is said to follow 
the preachings in a paperback binik 
a\ ailabic on most newsstands ■ The Satanic 
Bible. 

Braev said he read parts of the book 
describing animal sacrifices.

But the doctor said he did find it strange 
that the sex organs had been cut oft. "I've 
never seen a case like it before." 


the first animal killed belonged to 
Kenneth Warnol. who lives near Dixon, in 
Maries County. He found the ht^ifer on 
friday. August 4th. several days after it 
was killed. It was lying on a bank near a 
pond 4(X) feet from his home. 

The bSO pound cow was estimated to be 
worth i,150. I'hc sex organs were again 
neatly cut out and the left car was missing. 
Warnol said he was convinced the animal 
was killed by human hands because he 
could see knife marks. 

He loo suspected the cow was first 
Iranquili/cd because there was no evidence 
111 a struggle. “Anytime vou kill an animal 
thev kick up a little dust, but this one just 
dropped. " 

Duane Slone, a Pulaski County farmer, 
lost a 425 pound steer w hich he says would 
have brought roughly 75 cents a pound. 
Still another Maries County man reported 
a killing on his farm near Dixon. He was 
unavailable for comment but police 
officials say the cow's death was similiar to 
the rest. 

Factually, that is the extent of the cases. 
Runiois. however, have kept the subject 
talked about even though the last killing 
was over a month ago. 

Sheriff's department personnel in Maries 
and Pulaski Counties are investigating the 
cases, but not releasing many details. 
Concerned persons from the Dixon area are 
also spending a lot of time checking out 
rumors as well as facts. 

Another bit of information, also unsub¬ 
stantiated. is the cult may make a human 
sacrifice probably around Halloween. The 
story has angered some parents, who say it 
is doing nothing but scaring children. 

Others say they would rather have the 
children safe than sorry. Some area school 
superintendents have sent notes home w ith 
students warning of the predicted event. 
Most place little faith in the prediction, 
partially because this happened once 
iielorc, three years ago. 

In I4t5 there was a series of cattle 
mutilations in Missouri and approximately 


three or four in Pulaski County. The 
animals were killed and cut on in the same 
manner, often with the sex organs being 
tiiken. 

Fvcri then the events were linked with a 
Satanic cull, but nothing was proven. 
Predictions of a human sacrifice were 
rumored, according to Deputy Bracy. but 
nothing happened. 

Bracy said the human sacrifice element 
.ilso evolved from the preachings in the 
S.u.inic Bible. Accortling to tbc book the 
ultimate sacrifice is a l.Tyear-old unbap- 
ii/ccl girl. But just because the book 
dcsciibes such a sacrifice, docs not mean it 
will happen here, he said. "But you know 
how rumors spread."

Cow found dead on Cox farm... 

Dixon and Maries County police were 
notified last Thursday that another cow had 
been found dead --- adding to the rumors 
(or facts) that a devil worship cult of some 
type was in operation.

HH highway by the owner The cow was 
discovered about one-fourth of a mile Iron’ 
the Cox home. Cox thought that the cow 
had been dead since Tuesday.

Contra Costa Woman Stalks Bigfoot

PINOLE — She is an unlikely hunter, a wisp of 
a woman, weighing 90 pounds. 

Her prey is an elusive, 800-pound, 10-foot-tall 
man-ape that reportedly stalks the postcard pret¬ 
ty woods of Lake Tahoe. 

She searches for her giant prey with the fervor 
of Captain Ahab, Moby Dick’s persistant pursuer. 

“I won’t be satisfied until I see it with my own 
eyes,” said Marion Schubert, shuffling through 
blurred photos of her quarry. 

Schubert, a young Pinole mother, joined the 
hunt for the legendary Bigfoot months ago when 
she inadvertantly snapped a photo of what she 
believs is a flaxen-haired Sasquatch. 

Now the young woman is peddling her prize col¬ 
or photo to Life magazine and searching for more 
evidence that a back-country camping area at 
Lake Tahoe may be home to some unusually 
large, hairy campers. 

Schubert, 24, looks like a fresh-faced teenager, 
with her long, straight blonde hair, blue jeans and 
big eyes — which widen as she tells her stories of 
Bigfoot. 

Tales she insists are true. 

“I’m not a liar,” Schubert said vehemently, 
and challenged anyone to explain the mysterious 
Sasquatch pictures. 

Her cracked and wrinkled original photo shows 
a qrim-faced blonde creature standing woodenly 
in a sunlit forest clearing. 

A magnifying glass reveals the shadowy sil¬ 
houette of an arm and the tracings of a beady eye, 
pug nose and .sharp, bared teeth. 

Schubert failed to notice the unwilling model 
until the dark, overexposed picture was devel¬ 
oped and the unexplainable outlines of an ape-like 
creature appeared. 

She ignored her rare find until friends persuad¬ 
ed her that the picture could only be explained in 
light of the legend of Bigfoot. 

Bigfoot — also known as Sasquatch, Seeahtik, 
Wauk Wauk, Te Samietl Soquwiam or Saskahevis 
— is a subhuman creature with the appearance of 
a hairy man and the habits and mentality of an 
animal. 

Since the turn of the century, hundreds of peo¬ 
ple have reported sightings of the creature in 
British Columbia and the northwestern United 
Stdtcs 

There were reportedly sightings of the massive 
creature in Antioch in the early part of the 

century. . . 

Once she unearthed it from its ignominious 
keeping place in a cupboard, the picture of the 
legendary beast began to haunt Schubert. 

“I couldn’t sleep. 1 could .see the arm and I 
knew it wasn’t a tree. So I called Dr. Don at 
KFRC because he jokes about everything and 1 
had heard him joking about Bigfoot.” 

The popular Bay area di.se jockey played their 
conversation over the air, soliciting the advice of 

his listeners. „ u u . 

As a result of the public conversation, Schufiert 
learned about Project Grendel, a Washington- 
based group dedicated to identifying and protect¬ 
ing Bigfoot. 

That group enlarged the photo into a grainy, 
pastel-colored picture that highlighted details of 
the ape like face. 

With motherly pride, .Schubert traced the shadowy 
features with her index finger on dozens of magnified 

photos. . , 

A purplish pink photo displays a tiny inhuman eye

It also displays the vague features of a second, small¬ 
er Bigfoot. . 

Schubert is convinced that this is a female Sasquatch 
peering anxiously over the shoulder of her mate. 

“When they (Project Crendel) told me I had a picture 
of Bigfoot 1 came unglued. I found Bigfoot,” Schubert 
smil ed triumphantly. 

“My boyfriend had a cousin frdm the city who was 
scared to death of Bigfoot. We thought it was a joke; we 
didn’t believe in it. 

“It’s a strange feeling to think that he could have 
walked two steps across a pond and could have had 
me." she said. 



The tiny clearing and murky pond where Sasquatch 
supposedly stood has lured Schubert back dozens of 
times since she snapped her first photo in April. 

She returned in mid-September armed with Bigfoot 
bait — meat, vegetables and fruit — measuring tapes, 
expensive camera and a steely determination to greet 
the hairy creature without panicking. 

She never had the chance to introduce herself. 

But they were there, Schubert insisted. 

“It really puzzles me. I was actually looking for them 
this time and I didn’t see anything. Then they devel¬ 
oped my new pictures,” she said. 

Three pictures showed the soft outlines of a large hu¬ 
manoid figure. 

In one photo, a stumpy grey creature stands next to a 
stand of trees. The figure is missing in a picture of the 
same spot. 

“This’ll wig you out.” Schubert says as she gleefully 
grabs the picture. “We measured tho.se trees — one of 
them was seven-and-a-half feet. He stands nearly two 
feet higher.” 

Her other pictures show two figures, one sitting and 
the other apparently reclining against the limbs of a 
tree. 

Schubert’s Bigfoot family album also includes dozens 
of pictures of massive footprints discovered during re¬ 
cent forays into the back country. 

An average footprint measures 13 inches long, 10 
inches wide and two inches deep, she claimed. 

Schubert still wants to meet Bigfoot. 

“1 want to see one with my own eyes. I don’t know 
what I’d do if I actually did,” Schubert admitted. 

“If my heart can take it I want to try to talk to one. 
I’ve talked to myself about it so I won’t panic. If it 
comes near me I’ll just freeze and stare. And it it grabs 
me...” — the fearless hunter refused to consider <'- t 
possibility.
